Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Council, 


I wish  to  present  to  you  ny  report  on  the  health  of  Hyde  for  the 
year  1972.  It  is  being  written  whilst  the  shadow  of  reorganisation 
hangs  over  us  and  in  fact  within  days  of  the  date  of  change  over  on 
April  1st.  It  is,  therefore,  the.  last  report  of  its  kind  that  you 
will  see  and  ny  comments  will,  therefore,  be  brief  but  nevertheless 
sincere. 

In  a few  days  time  you  will  no  longer  hold  office  as  elected 
representatives  for  the  Hyde  Borough  and  I shall  no  longer  be  your 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  a person  who  will  cease  to  exist  but  whose 
work  will  be  carried  on  by  a new  breed  of  the  profession  - the  Proper 
Officer. 

The  relationship  that  has  always  existed  between  yourselves  and 
your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  always  been  a happy  one  and  a 
profitable  one  when  one  considers  the  improved  health  of  the  inhabitants 
of  Hyde  over  the  years.  Infectious  fevers  have  ceased  to  produce  their 
toll  of  ill  health  and  death,  the  infantile  mortality  rate  has  been 
greatly  reduced,  the  expectation  of  life  has  increased  and  living 
standards  have  improved, 

I would,  therefore,  like  to  thank  you  and  your  predecessors  on 
behalf  of  ny  predecessors  and  nyself  for  all  your  co-operation,  help 
and  advice  which  has  contributed  so  much  over  the  years  to  improve  the 
health  of  Hyde.  I am  confident  that  this  spirit  will  continue  between 
the  new  Tame  side  and  the  Proper  Officer  for  the  benefit  of  the  future 
inhabitants  of  the  area.

DISCUSSION  ON  BIRTH  RATE 

The  adjusted  birth  rate  i3  16.7  per  thousand  of  the  population. 
This  is  down  on  the  adjusted  birth  rate  for  1971  which  was  17.4  per 
thousand  but  is  well  above  the  national  rate  of  14.8  per  1,000,  Male 
Births  exceeded  the  femailes  by  16  and  the  illegitimacy  ratio  was  ll/o 
of  all  births,  as  compared  with  9 1°  for  England  and  Wales.

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  at  all  ages  was  573  giving 
a crude  death  rate  of  15.3  per  1,000,  compared  with  the  average  figure 
of  14.0  for  the  previous  five  years.  For  comparative  purposes  with 
other  areas  this  rate  - adjusted  by  using  the  comparability  figure 
supplied  by  the  Registrar  General  is  14.5  per  1,000  population  as 
against  12.1  for  the  whole  country.

INFANT  AND  PERINATAL  MORTALITY  RATES 


The  number  of  infants  who  died  under  the  age  of  12  months  was  37 
revealing  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  27  per  1,000  births.  There  were 
9 still-births  during  the  year  giving  a still-birth  rate  of  15  per  1,000. 
A3  an  indication  of  the  risk  of  child-birth  it  is  useful  to  consider  the 
Peri-natal  mortality,  i.e.  still-births  plus  infant  deaths  in  the  first 
week  of  life.  With  this  standard  the  Hyde  figure  is  32.00  per  1 ,000 
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SECTION  IV 


REPORT  OP  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 


To  the  Payor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Hyde. 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  qy  report  on  the  work  of  the 
Health  Department  for  the  year  1972. 

As  intimated  in  the  previous  years  report  for  1971?  the  efforts 
of  the  department  are  most  onerous  in  the  various  activities  connected 
with  housing.  In  slum  clearance,  184  unfit  houses  have  been  represented 
for  clearance  or  closure.  The  amount  of  repairs  to  tenanted  house  under 
the  Qualification  Certificate  procedure,  to  owner-occupied  houses  as  a 
condition  of  mortgage  advance  under  the  Small  Dwelling  Acquisition  Act 
and  to  provide  a 15  year  and  a 30  year  standard  where  improvement  grant 
application  has  been  made,  have  in  no  small  way  contributed  to  improving 
the  condition  of  houses  in  the  Borough  and  540  houses  have  been  dealt 
with  in  this  way  during  the  year. 

In  the  field  of  domestic  smoke  control,  the  adaptation  of  fire- 
grates has  proceeded  urirg  the  year  in  the  areas  covered  by  Smoke 
Control  Orders  Nos.  7 & 8, 

In  October  the  Council  resolved  to  complete  the  domestic  smoke 
control  programme  for  the  whole  of  the  Borough  and  submitted  the  pro- 
posals for  Smoke  Control  Order  No.  9 to  the  Department  of  the  Environment, 

Meat  Inspection  at  the  slaughterhouse  of  Messrs.  T.  Wall  & Sons 
Ltd.  has  increased  slightly  to  approximately  280,000  pigs  slaughtered 
during  the  year. 

The  regular  weekly  collection  of  domestic  and  shop  refuse  has 
been  maintained  throughout  the  year.  Under  the  Civic  Amenities  Act,  the 
free  collection  of  bulky  articles  of  unwanted  furniture  has  been  carried 
out  and  undoubtedly  has  reduced  the  amount  of  indescriminate  tipping. 

The  routine  work  of  the  department  has  not  diminished  as  will 
be  seenfrom  the  statistics  in  the  report  and  has  been  facilitated  by 
the  fact  that  there  were  no  staff  changes  during  the  year, 

I am  indebted  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee 
to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  to  the  members  of  staff  of  all 
sections  of  the  Health  Department  for  loyal  help  and  co-operation.

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SECTION  V 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  IN  TIE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLY 

Water  is  supplied  by  Manchester  Corporation  (Woodhead  Supply) 
and  is  available  to  almost  every  dwelling  in  the  Borough  and  is 
satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity.  A new  service  reservoir  to 
replace  Pudding  Lane  reservoir  carne  into  commission  in  1 965 • 

A local  supply  for  industrial  purposes  is  stored  in  small 
reservoirs  in  the  town  and  is  filtered  but  considered  unfit  for 
domestic  use  without  sterilisation. 

The  Manchester  Corporation  Waterworks  maintains  regular 
bacteriological  and  chemical  analysis  of  drinking  water,  including 
examination  for  plumbosolvency. 

SEWAGE 


Reconstruction  to  extend  the  Sewage  Works  was  completed  in  1939 
involving  radial  flow  sediment  ■ tion  followed  by  bacteriological 
filtration  and  humus  treatment.  The  works  have  recently  required 
further  extensions  to  accommodate  increased  industrial  flow  and 
overspill  development  in  the  Hattersley  area.  These  extensions 
include  sludge  digestion  as  part  of  the  treatment,  and  they  were 
completed  early  in  19 66. 

PUBLIC  SWIMMING  BATHS 


The  Ityde  Corporation  Baths  were  opened  on  4th  May,  1899  and 
extended  in  1913.  Of  the  two  Swimming  Pools,  one  has  a capacity  of 
100,000  gallons  and  the  other  60,000  gallons.  There  are  also  two 
suites  of  Private  Baths  - Males  10  and  4 Shower  Units  and  Females 
4;  and  1 Sauna  Unit  and  Sun-ray  Unit,  which  will  accommodate  75 
persons  a day.  All  the  evening  and  week-end  sessions  have  been  fully 
booked  over  the  year. 

A Municipal  Laundry  was  attached  to  the  Baths  in  1955 5 and  completely 
re-equipped  in  1967  with  four  25  lbs  fully  automatic  washing  machines, 
two  high  speed  water  extractors,  two  25  lbs  and  one  50  lbs  tumlfer 
driers.  There  is  also  a 60  inch  bed  rotary  ironing  machine.  There 
are  also  four  sink  units  for  hand  washing  if  required. 

A fenced-in  play-area  is  attached  to  the  laundry. 

The  new  heating  system  which  was  completed  in  1968  has  a Marshall 
Cleaverbrook  fully  automatic  oil  fired  boiler  and  provides  all  steam 
for  hot  water  and  heating  requirements. 
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The  Filtration  system  dr  stalled  in  1938  consists  of  two 
horizontal  Pulsometer  Filters  with  a turnover  of  3-4  hours  for  each 
pool.  Each  pool  has  its  own  chlorinator  which  operates  the  breakpoint 
system  with  which  a free  chlorine  residual  of  P.5  p.p.m.  is  maintained. 
The  pool  water  is  tested  at  least  four  times  per  day  to  ensure  that  it 
complies  with  the  Ministry's  minimum  standards, 

SWIMMING  INSTRUCTION  OF  SCHOOL  CHILDREN 


The  Swimming  Baths  are  extensively  used  by  Education  Departments 
for  the  teaching  of  swimming  to  scholars  in  Hyde,  Longdendale,  Bredbury 
and  Denton, 

Both  Swimming  Pools  are  in  use  from  9 a»m,  to  4 p.m.  from  Monday 
to  Friday  inclusive  making  130  classes  per  week.  The  number  of  scholars 
who  attended  the  baths  during  the  1972  season  was  over  95*000,  Five 
qualified  instructors , two  full  time  and  three  part  time,  assisted  by 
the  class  teachers  give  swimming  instruction.  Various  tests  of  ability 
are  carried  out  from  time  to  time.  The  test  aimed  at  by  most  children 
is  the  Amateur  Swimming  Association  Personal  Survival  Aw  rds  and  also 
the  Royal  Life  Saving  Awards,  The  more  competent  swimmers,  oncompleting 
several  survival  and  life  saving  tests,  are  awarded  free  passes  a year. 

In  the  small  pool  14  classes  of  private  lessons  e~ch  day  for  5- 
year-olds  and  upwards  are  held,  for  which  there  is  a waiting  list  of 
600,  Special  "Learn  to  Swim"  crash  courses  are  run  during  the  school 
holidays,  at  which  1,900  children  attend. 

Lessons  are  held  twice  weekly  for  under  five -year- olds , attended 
by  50  children  per  week. 

Special  lessons  for  handicap  ed  children  are  also  held  during  the 
lunch  breaks.

Brucella 


7 bulk  samples  were  submitted  for  Brucella  examination  from  the 
"raw  milk"  herds  in  the  Borough,  none  of  which  were  Brucella  positive, 
107  Dealer  samples  were  taken  of  which  two  were  Brucella  positive, 

11  individual  cow  samples  were  taken  of  which  non©  are  Brucella 
positive. 

At  the  end  of  1972  there  were  seven  dairy  herds  in  the  Borough  from 
which  milk  was  sold  raw  to  the  public,  of  which  two  are  accredited 
under  the  Brucellosis  (Accredited  Herds)  Scheme,  Approximately  91 
gallons  of  milk  are  retailed  from  these  farms  daily.

Ho.l  (Cheetham 
Fold)  dae  of  operation  1st  June,196l,  and  covering  688  premises  (677 
dwellings);  No, 2 (Gee  Cross)  - date  of  operation  1st  October,  1962  and 
covering  1,702  premises  (1,636  dwellings);  No,  3 (Hattersley)  - date  of 
operation  1st  September,  1962,  and  covering  2,085  premises  (2,083 
dwellings) , No. 4 (Hack  Bower)  covers  918  premises  (885  dwellings); 

No. 5 - date  of  operation  1st  September,  1968  and  covering  1,489  premises 
(1,410  dwellings);  No. 6 Area  date  of  operation  1st  September,  1969  covers 
1,002  premises  (992  dwellings)  and  has  an  area  of  680  acres.  These  six 
areas  cover  a total  of  2,9H  areas.

RODENT  CONTROL 


Under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949  "the  Local 
Authority  is  responsible  for  inspecting  the  district  to  discover  rodent 
infestation.  The  inspection  and  treatment  of  business  premises, 
particularly  food  premises,  occupies  a large  proportion  of  the  time  of 
the  rodent  operative. 

In  addition,  much  work  has  been  done  in  treating  infestations  in 
private  dwellings  (this  work  being  carried  out  free  of  charge) : in 
inspecting  Local  Authority  Property  and  treating  where  necessary, 

■The  number  of  premises  found  to  be  infested  during  the  year  was  694 
(275  rats  and  419  mice).  Of  the  infestations  by  mice,  none  could  be 
classed  as  "serious".  A total  of  694  treatments  was  carrie  i out  to  deal 
with  these  infestations , and  the  number  of  visits  made  was  1,603.

This  is  largely  due  to  the  Bin 
Incentive  Bonus  Scheme  which  we  have  operated  since  February,  1952*  The 
binmen  are  required  to  complete  a basic  task  of  100  bins  per  man  per  day, 
and  a bonus  of  3p.  paid  for  every  bin  in  excess  of  that  figure.

CARE  OF  THE  AGED 

Pole  Bank  Hall  and  Bowlacre 

During  the  year,  visits  of  inspection  were  made  to  these  two  old 
peoples'  homes  run  by  the  Borough  of  Hyde  welfare  Committee.  At 
Bowlacre  there  is  accommodation  43  elderly  people,  (15  men  and  28  women) 
and  at-  Pole  Bank  Kali  accommodation  for  40  women.  The  homes  proved  most 
satisfactory  and  provided  a most  useful  service  for  the  old  people  of  Eyde.
